In spite of relatively light resistance In re- 
cent Pai;l!lc engagements, the days ol vhc 
Jap.s" "fanatical" defense are not over. Wadkc 
island proved that and gave promise of a lot 
more hard fighting between present allied 
positions and Tokyo. But Wadke Island also 
proved that the Japs are paying more and 
more dearly as defenders. 

It tooK two days for the American landing 
force to win Wadke after the little two-by- 
thrce-mlle Island had been subjected to a 
pounding tlmt .sounds even llercer than what 
Ca.sslno received. Almost 2IDID0 tons of bombs 
were dropped on It before the actual opera- 
tion started. This was followed with a day- 
and-night blAstlng by ship and land artillery, 
and by heavy, medium and fighter bombers. 

But a battalion of Japs survived to fight 
with every crafty trlclc In their boolc. They 
sniped from caves, pillboxes and treetops. 
They Infiltrated Into our lines In the uniforms 
of fallen American fiddlers. 

It was fierce, suicidal fighting. It delayed 
the taking of a small but important objective. 
But when the firing ceased not one ot the sea- 
soned defenders remained alive. 

How long can Tojo afford to pay these 
prices In order to delay the Inevitable? The 
lorce on Wadke was small, to be sure, but the 
total casualties In these last-man stands are 
growing more impressive. In the month fol- 
lowing the HoUandla landing April 22, Ameri- 
cans killed 76 Japs for every one of our men 
lost. 

It should be apparent to ToJo that, for 
many months now there has been no question 
of. ^he. outcome of his engngemcnis against 
the' Americans. Admiral Halscy was not 
speaking Idly when he announced "iiie vir- 
tual completion of the Pacific campaign, ex- 
cept for mopplng-up and starvlng-out opera- 
tions," 

The Japs are up against superior equip- 
ment. They are being outfought on land and 
fica and In the air. 

The iaps In Burma have discovered how 
well they taught their American adversaries 
tho tricks of Jungle fighting on Guadalcanal 
and tlje Papuan peninsula. 

All thla has happened In the "beat Hitler 
flrEt" phase of the war against Japan, Surely 
■ «o amount of fanaticism or boasting can now 
case Tojoi mind as he contemplates the full 
Weight of allied might that la coming later.
